S.0.157 (E) /18 A / IDRA /79— Whereas the Central Gov- 
ernment is of opinion that the industrial undertakings known 
aa Messrs. Lily Biscuit Company (Private) limited and 
Messrs. Lily Barley Mills (Private) Limited, both located at 
Calcutta and pertaining to a scheduled industry, namely, 
“other processed foods", in respect of which an investigation 
has been made under section 15 of the Industries (Develop¬ 
ment and Regulation) Act, 1951 (65 of 1951), are being 
managed in a manner highly detrimental to public interest ; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by 
clause (b) of sub-section (1) of section 18A of the Industries 
(Development and Regulation) Act, 1951 (65 of 1951), the 
Central Government hereby authorises the Secretary to the 
State Government of West Bengal in the Department of 
Sick and Closed Industries, Calcutta (hereinafter referred to 
as the ‘Authorised Controller’) to take over the management 


of the whole of the said industrial undertakings, namely, 
Messrs. Lily Biscuit Company (Private) Limbed and Messrs. 
Lily Barley Mills (Private) Limited, both located at Calcutta, 
subject to the following terms and conditions, namey :— 

<i) the Authorised Controller shall comply with all 
directions issued from time to time by the Central 
Government ; 

(ii) the Authorised Controller shall hold offiee for a 
period of three years from the date of publication 
of this Order in the Official Gazette ; 

(iii) the Central Government may terminate the appoint¬ 
ment of the Authorised Controller earlier, if il 
considers it necessary to do so. 

2. This Order shall have effect for a period of three years 
commencing from the date of its publication in the Official 
Gazette.
